* The  township  of  Billington  is  situated  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  Calder 
to  the  abbey  ; and  its  proximity,  as  well  as  its  value,  rendered  it  a most  desirable 
acquisition.  The  title  is  truly  stated  to  be  extremely  perplexed.  One  moiety  of 
the  manor  had  been  granted  for  life  to  Adam  deHudleston  by  Henry  de  Lascy,  and  the 
reversion  was  conveyed  by  their  firm  friend,  Thomas  earl  of  Lancaster,  to  the 
abbey.  The  other  moiety  had  evidently  been  granted  to  a local  family ; one  of 
whom,  Adam  de  Billington,  conveyed  it  to  Adam  de  Hudleston,  who  conveyed  it  to 
Geoffrey  le  Scrope,  and  he  gained  the  proud  title  “ amici  specialis  huius  domus”  by 
his  grant  to  the  abbey  of  Whalley. 

This  must  be  added  to  the  list  of  benefactions  to  that  abbey  after  its  translation 
from  Stanlawe,  which  was  unnoticed  by  the  Editor  in  the  preface.

Also  John  of  Hodleston,  who  at 
all  times  appears  well  and  promptly 
in  arms.  He  was  with  the  Count, 
which  makes  it  proper  that  he 
should  he  named  among  his  fol- 
lowers. He  bore  gules  fretty  with 
silver. 

Adam  de  Hudleston  married,  first,  Johanna,  and  secondly,  Isabel,  who  survived 
him,  and  was  termed  “ domina  de  Godested  hut  he  left  no  issue  by  either  of  his 
wives,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Richard,  the  son  of  his  brother  J ohn . 
Richard  married  Alicia,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  John  de  Hudleston,  who  was 
living  18  Edward  III. 

There  is  great  probability  that  the  “good  service”  mentioned  as  the  consi- 
deration for  the  grant  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Billington,  was  rendered  at 
the  same  siege,  and  that  Sir  Adam  has,  like  other  brave  men,  suffered  “caret  quia 
vate  sacro.”

* Geoffrey  le  Scrope,  of  whom  such  honourable  mention  is  here  made,  was  the 
second  son  of  Sir  William  le  Scrope  of  Bolton,  who  was  living  24  Edward  I.,  and 
left  three  sons,  Henry,  Geoffrey,  and  Stephen  le  Scrope,  clerk. 

The  two  eldest  applied  themselves  to  the  study  of  the  law.  Sir  Henry  was  made 
a judge  of  K.  B.,  2 Edward  II..  and  chief  justice,  10  Edward  II.  He  was  appointed 
an  executor  of  the  will  of  Henry  de  Lascy,  earl  of  Lincoln,  and  died  10  Edward  III., 
being  then  chief  baron  of  the  exchequer.  His  posterity  were  Scropes  of  Bolton. 

The  second  son,  Sir  Geoffrey  le  Scrope,  rose  to  the  same  dignity  as  his  brother, 
for  he  was  nominated  chief  justice  of  the  king’s  bench,  17  Edward  II.  But  he  was 
equally  celebrated  in  the  field  ; and  at  a tournament  in  Northampton,  temp.  Ed- 
ward II.,  “le  dit  Mons.  Geffray  Lescrop  auoit  graunt  pris  et  portoit  graund  noun 
pur  son  fait  a cet  tornament.”  The  date  of  this  tournament  is  not  given,  and  it 
possibly  may  have  been  previous  to  his  elevation  to  the  bench.  Sir  Geoffrey  pur- 
chased Masham  in  the  county  of  York,  and  marrying  Ivetta,  who  “ according  to  the 
best  authorities,”  was  the  daughter  of  Sir  William  Boos  of  Ingmanthorp,  became 
the  ancestor  of  the  Scropes  of  Masham. 

He  had  several  children,  Henry,  Thomas,  William,  Stephen,  and  Geoffrey,  Bea- 
trice, Constance,  and  Ivetta.  Sir  Geoffrey  died  a.d.  1340. 

It  is  almost  unnecessary  to  mention  that  the  preceding  note  has  been  drawn  from 
the  admirable  but,  alas,  the  incomplete  roll  of  Scrope  and  Grosvenor,  edited  by  Sir 
H.  Nicolas.

* “ Moreover,”  says  Dr.  Whitaker,  citing  the  Status  de  Blackburnshire , “ Geoffrey, 
dean  of  Whalley,  granted  to  one  Elias  his  servant  all  his  demesne  lands  lying  on  the 
east  side  of  the  way  to  Wiswall  apud  Revecht.  He  is  said  also  to  have  given  to 
one  Lucas  Citharista  seven  and  a half  acres  in  Revecht ; both  these  grants  were 
resumed  by  Peter  de  Cestria. 

“ I have  little  doubt  but  that  this  Lucas  and  Elias  were  the  same  person,  and  that 
either  the  original  charter  from  which  Abbot  Lindlav,  the  excellent  compiler  of 
this  compendium,  transcribed,  was  become  obscure,  or  that  injustice  had  been  done 
to  him  by  some  later  copier ; for,  in  the  charters  which  I have  consulted,  a person 
is  expressly  referred  to  called  Elias  Citharista  de  Reved,  also  Elias  de  Stanlaw,  and 
lastly  Elias  de  Reued  ; and  the  probability  is  that  this  man  was  a minstrel  sent  by 
the  Abbey  of  Stanlaw  for  the  amusement  of  Dean  Geoffrey,  who  rewarded  him  in 
this  liberal  manner  for  his  powers  of  entertainment.  But  he  made  other  acquisi- 
tions here,  for  by  charter  sans  date  Alex,  de  Reved,  John,  son  of  Simon  de  Reved, 
and  Alex,  son  of  Alan  of  the  same,  grant  to  Elias  Citharista  all  their  lands  in 
Reved.  These  last,  I apprehend,  were  the  demesnes  of  Read  Hall ; for  the  lands 
granted  by  Dean  Geoffrey  were  resumed  by  Peter  de  Cestria  ; and,  by  a subsequent 
charter,  Adam,  son  of  Elias  de  Stanlaw,  grants  to  Adam  del  Clogh  and  Alice  his 
wife  all  his  tenements  in  Reved.  Adam  del  Clogh  had  Richard,  who  had  John, 
whose  daughter  and  heiress,  Johanna,  married  Sir  Richard  de  Greenacres,  who,  in 
37  Edward  III.,  gave  a moiety  of  the  manor  of  Read  to  Lawrence  Nowell,  in  ex- 
change for  the  manor  of  Great  Mearley. 

“ Such  was  the  settlement  at  Read  of  a very  flourishing  family,  who  continued 
in  possession  of  the  seat  which  they  had  thus  acquired  for  the  period  of  409  years.” 
Most  probably,  however,  the  act  of  resumption  is  not  attributable  to  Peter  de 
Cestria,  as  it  will  be  seen  hereafter  that  he  confirmed  some  of  the  grants  to  Luke 
Cytharista,  and  that  they  were  recovered  by  the  Abbey  temp.  Edw.  III.  by  a writ 
of  juris  utrum.

* Sir  William  Harrington  of  Hornby  Castle,  K.G.,  standard  bearer  at  the  battle 
of  Agincourt,  died  17  Henry  VI.,  having  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert 
Nevile  of  Hornby  Castle,  Knt.,  and  coheiress  of  her  niece,  Margaret,  Duchess  of 
Exeter.  She  was  living  21  Henry  VI.  These  three  Harringtons  were  probably  sons 
of  Sir  William  Harrington,  although  the  first  named  in  this  bond,  Sir  Robert,  is 
omitted  in  the  pedigree,  and  Sir  Thomas  is  there  styled  the  eldest  son  and  heir. 
He  was  slain  at  the  battle  of  Wakefield  in  1460.  His  brother,  John  Harrington 
Esq.  of  Doncaster,  in  the  county  of  York,  died  in  1465,  and  was  buried  in  a chantry 
which  he  had  founded  there.

In  “ the  rewle  of  a recluse  that  Seynt  Alrede  wrote  to  his  suster,”  translated  in 
the  fifteenth  century,  the  mode  of  living  of  the  recluse  is  laid  down.  Eating  what — 
"with  so  many  of  potage  of  wortes,  (cabbage,)  or  of  peses  or  of  benys,  or  elles  of 
formage,  medled  with  my  Ike  or  with  oyle  to  put  away  or  avoyde  the  bitterness,  and 
with  o kynde  of  ffyshe  with  apples  or  with  herbes.  And  upon  the  Wednesday, 
Friday,  and  Saturday  to  use  but  Lent  metes.  In  Lent  one  maner  of  potage  every 
day,  but  sicknesse  it  make.  Every  Friday  brede  and  water .’’—Fosbrooke.  Ascetic 
as  the  Cistercians  were,  their  mode  of  living  was  more  liberal  than  this.  It  might 
have  startled  St.  Alfred  had  he  heard  of  the  weekly  supply  of  conventual  ale  pro- 
vided for  the  recluses  by  this  grant

Ad  quod  damnum,  where  a man  will 
give  lands  in  mortmain,  then  he 
ought  to  have  the  king’s  licence, 
and  the  licence  of  the  chief  lords, 
to  make  such  gift ; and  the  course 
is  to  sue  unto  the  king  to  have  a 
licence  to  sue  that  writ  out  of  chan- 
cery directed  unto  the  escheator  to 
inquire  what  damage  it  would  be 
to  the  king  or  unto  other  persons, 
if  the  king  do  grant  such  licence.

Advocatio,  the  right  of  presentation 
to  a benefice,  an  advowson.

Agitatio  animalium  in  foresta,  the 
drift  of  beasts  in  the  forest. 

Aisiamentum,  any  liberty  of  passage, 
way,  or  watercourse,  &c. 

Altaragium.  Most  probably  at  first 
it  included  only  voluntary  obla- 
tions, but  afterwards  extended  to  j 
small  tithes. 

Amerciamentum,  a penalty  assessed  j 
by  the  peers  of  the  party  amerced,  i 
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Annales,  young  cattle  of  the  first 
year. 

Annuale,  a yearly  rent  or  income. 

Antistitium,  a monastery. 

Appropriatio,  the  annexing  of  a be- 
nefice to  a religious  house  or  spiri- 
tual corporation. 

Armiger,  a person  of  rank  residing 
within  the  abbey,  who  attended 
the  abbot.  Ducange,  in  voce,  says, 
Quinquagenarius  habet  clericum 
seu  garcionem  servitio  specialiter 
attendentem,  qui  exhibitionem  vic- 
tualium  recipiet  de  parte  abbatis 
modo  et  mensura,  quibus  ministra- 
tus garcionis  unius  armigeri  in  ab- 
batis  aula.  In  Fynchale  priory  a.d. 
1307,  there  were,  duo  runcini  pro 
armigeris  in  stabulo  prioris : a.d. 
1317  there  was,  unus  pullanus  pro 
armigeris.  I have  discovered  no 
certain  trace  in  the  abbey  computus 
of  the  expenses  under  this  head — 
sed  vide  p.  1152  ante. 

Assartum.  44  Verely  when  that  the 
pleasant  woods  of  the  forest  or 
thick  bushie  places  meet  for  the 
secret  feeding  of  the  wilde  beasts 
be  cut  downe  and  plucked  up  by 
the  rootes,  and  the  same  ground 
made  a plaine  and  turned  into  ar- 
rable  land,  this  by  the  lawe  of  the 
forest  is  properly  said  to  be  an  as- 
sart of  the  forest  or  land  assarted.”

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Assisa.  Apud  Anglos,  Ducange 
says,  vero  assisa  definitus  sessio 
justiciariorum  duorum  itinerantinm 
cum  justiciaries  pacis,  ut  vocantur, 
in  urbe  capitali  uniuscuiusq.  comi- 
tatus  bis  in  anno  et  audiant  placita,  [ 
lites  componant,  et  pro  tribunali 
jus  dicant.

Auxilium,  originally  a mere  benevo-  j 
lence  granted  by  the  tenant  to  his  1 
lord  in  times  of  difficulty  and  dis-  ’ 
tress  — auxilia  fiunt  de  gratia  et  } 
non  de  jure.  But  they  soon  be-  j 
came  a right,  and  were  claimed  to 
ransom  the  lord,  to  make  his  eldest 
son  a knight,  and  to  portion  his 
daughter.  On  the  two  last  occa-  j 
sions  it  was  fixed  by  the  statute  I 
Westm.  that  the  tenant  who  had  ! 
lands  of  the  yearly  value  of  <£20,  • 
holden  in  socage,  should  pay  20s.  j 
to  the  lord. 

Auxilium  ad  mil.  ad  parl.  mittend.  j 
p.  923.  The  writ  de  expensis 
militum  commanded  the  sheriffs  to

Averia,  cattle,  whether  oxen  or 
horses. 

Aves  waren,e,  pheasant  and  par- 
tridge. 

Batetoria,  a fulling  mill. 

Bercarium,  a tan  house,  but  more 
properly  a sheep  walk. 

Bestije  chacejE,  the  buck,  doe,  fox, 
martron,  and  roe.  — Manwood . 

Bestir  forests  et  veneris,  the 
hart,  the  hynde,  hare,  boare,  and 
the  wolfe  ; by  hart  every  male  ani- 
mal of  the  stagge  kind  is  to  be  un- 
derstood. — Manwood. 

Bestir  waren^:,  the  hare  and  conie. 

Bidens,  sheep  of  the  second  year. 

Biga,  a cart  or  wagon. 

Bika  or  Bicha,  cerva,  (fr.  biche). 

Bisantium  auri,  equal  to  a ducat. 

Bisantium  argenti,  equal  to  two 
shillings. 

Bissa,  (fr.  biche ,)  a hind. 

Boscagium,  food  for  cattle  from  trees; 
quietum  de  boscagio,  free  from 
duty  of  windfall  wood.  — Man- 
wood. 

Boscus,  doth  not  only  include  the 
trees,  but  the  land  also  whereupon 
they  grow. 
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Bovata  teeRjE,  as  much  land  as  an 
ox  can  plough  in  a year ; therefore 
the  quantity  uncertain.  Bovata 
continet  13  acras.  In  veteris  sta- 
tut.  ad  compositionem  mensurarum 
apud  Spelmannum,  bovata  continet 
18  acras . — Ducange.  In  the  Fin- 
chale  chartulary  : In  duabus  bova- 
tis  terrae  in  villa  de  S.  continentibus 
sexaginta  acrae  terrae.

Calefagium,  a right  to  take  fuel. 

Cantaria,  chantry,  a chapel  endowed 
for  the  maintenance  of  a priest  to 
sing  masses  for  the  souls  of  the 
donors.  Vide  p.  54. 

Carbo  maritimus,  sea  coal. 

Carecta,  or  Carreta,  a cart,  or  cart 
load. 

Caruca,  a plough. 

Carucata,  a plough  land,  as  much 
land  as  can  be  cultivated  with  one 
plough. 

Cauda  terra,  the  bottom  of  a ridge 
in  arable  land. 

Chacea.  A chace  differs  from  a fo- 
rest in  this,  that  it  has  no  officers 
nor  court  as  a forest  has,  neither  is 
it  governed  by  the  forest  laws,  but 
only  by  the  common  laws ; but  tbe 
liberty  of  a frank  chace  is  next  in 
degree  to  a forest.  It  differs  from 
a park,  as  a chace  is  always  open 
and  not  inclosed,  while  a park  is 
inclosed. 
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Chevagium,  a tribute  paid  by  such 
as  held  lands  in  villenage  of  their 
lords;  a description  of  chief  or 
headmoney. 

Chiminagium,  a toll  for  having  a way 
through  a forest. 

Choha,  sive  Chocha,  a stake  for  a 
mere  or  landmark. 

Citatio,  the  first  step  in  an  ecclesias 
tical  cause. 

Clameum,  a challenge  of  interest  in 
anything  that  is  in  another’s  pos- 
session. 

Claustrum,  seu  Clotum  molendini, 
the  mill  race  or  floodgate. 

Claustura,  brushwood  for  hedges 
and  fences. 

Communia,  sive  Communa,  common. 

Communico-are,  to  common. 

Concedere  et  dare,  may  amount  to 
a grant,  feoffment,  gift,  lease,  re- 
lease, confirmation,  or  surrender, 
at  the  election  of  the  party  to  whom 
used. 

Confirmare,  to  convey  an  estate  or 
right  in  esse,  whereby  a voidable 
estate  is  made  sure  and  unavoid- 
able, or  whereby  a particular  estate 
is  enlarged. 

Confirmatio,  the  strengthening  of  an 
estate  not  void,  but  voidable  only. 

Conversus,  a person  who  had  not 
been  trained  up  from  his  youth  in 
a religious  order,  but  who  em- 
braced it  at  a later  period  of  life — 
used  for  lay  brothers.  The  Cis- 
tercians had  a dislike  to  the  name. 
Ordinat  et  definit  capitulum  gene- 
rale  quod  conversi  nostri  ordinis  in 
provincia  et  Wescomia  et  ultra  non 
conversi  sed  fratres  nominentur  eo 
quod  nomen  illud  in  dictis  provin- 
ces abominabile  habeatur  propter 
hereticam  pravitatem.

Damnum,  damage,  loss. 

Dare,  vide  ante  in  voce  Concedere. 

Deafforestari,  discharged  from  the 
forest  laws.  Ante,  p.  11. 

Defendere,  binds  the  donor  and  bis 
heirs  to  defend  the  donee  if  any 
one  attempt  to  lay  an  incumbrance  I 
on  the  thing  given,  other  than  as 
contained  in  the  deed  of  donation. 

Defensa,  a park  or  place  fenced  in  ; 
(defended)  for  deer. 

Defensum,  “ a period  of  the  year 
provided  for  the  quiet  and  safetie  I 
of  the  wild  beasts  during  the  time 
of  their  fawning,  which  is  called 
the  fence  moneth  or  tempus  veti- 
tum.  By  the  charta  de  foresta  the 
fence  moneth  doth  alwaies  begin 
15  dayes  before  the  feast  of  S. 
John  the  Baptist,  and  it  doth  end 
15  days  after,  which  is  upon  Seint 
Cyril’s  day.  During  this  time  nei- 
ther man  nor  swine,  sheep  nor 
goats,  were  permitted  in  the  forest 
for  feare  of  troubling  or  disquieting 
of  the  wild  beasts  in  time  of  their 
fawning.”  — Manwood. 

Deforestatio,  see  ante,  voce  De- 
afforestari. 

Desicut,  sicut,  velut. 

Diem  clausit  extremum.  It  pro- 
perly lieth  when  the  king’s  tenant 
who  holdeth  of  him  in  capite  by 
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knight’s  service  or  in  socage  dieth 
seised,  this  writ  issues  to  enquire 
what  lands  he  died  seised  of,  for 
upon  that  when  the  heir  cometh  of 
full  age  he  ought  for  to  sue  livery 
of  his  lands  out  of  the  king’s  hands, 
and  then  he  shall  have  a writ  di- 
rected to  the  escheator  de  setate 
probanda  before  he  shall  have  li- 
very. 

Dominicum,  the  lord’s  chief  manor 
place  and  the  lands  thereto  belong- 
ing, or  the  demesne. 

Dominus,  generally  used  for  the  lord 
of  the  manor. 

Elemosyna,  frankalmoign ; when  in 
puram  et  perpetuam  elemosynam, 
the  donee  was  not  excused  from 
the  burden  of  service,  but  if  the 
gift  was  in  liberam,  puram  et  per- 
petuam elemosynam,  then  he  was, 
and  the  donor  and  his  heirs  were 
bound  to  warrant  the  donee  against 
the  claims  of  the  chief  lord. 

Escaeta,  escheat,  the  forfeiture  of 
lands  to  the  lord. 

Estoveria,  generally  used  for  allow- 
ances of  wood  made  to  tenants  for 
the  purpose  of  repairs. 

Exclusagium,  a sluice  for  carrying 
off  water ; also  the  payment  to  the 
lord  for  such  a benefit. 

Excommunicatio,  minor,  est  per 
quam  quis  a sacramentorum  parti- 
cipatione  conscientia  vel  sententia 
arcetur  : major  est,  quee  non  solum 
a sacramentorum  virum  etiam  fide- 
lium  communione  excludit  et  ah 
omni  actu  legitimo  separatetdividit. 

Fallum,  a quantity  of  land,  appa- 
rently less  than  a rood.  Still  used 
in  Lancashire  as  “ a fall”  of  land. 
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Fence  month,  see  ante,  tit.  Defen- 
sv/m. 

Ferlingata  terrjE.  Decern  acrse 
faciunt  ferlingatam ; 4 ferl.  faciunt 
virgatam ; et  4 virgata  faciunt  hi- 
dam  terrse. 

Ferra  equi,  horse-shoes. 

Filum  aqu^:,  the  mid  stream. 

Firma,  Saxon  feormian , to  feed  or 
relieve,  a farm. 

Firmare,  to  fix,  or  fasten ; firmatio 
stagni,  the  fixing  a mill-dam. 

Firmarius,  a farmer. 

Fide  jussor,  a bondsman. 

Focales,  a right  of  taking  wood  for 
firing. 

Foresta.  uA  forest  is  a certaine 
territorie  of  wooddy  grounds  and 
fruitfull  pastures  priuiledged  for 
wild  beast  and  foules  of  forest, 
chace,  and  warren  to  rest  and 
abide  in  in  the  safe  protection  of 
the  king  for  his  princely  delight 
and  pleasure.  Which  territorie  of 
ground  is  meered  and  bounded  with 
unremouable  meeres,  markes  and 
boundaries,  either  knowen  by  mat- 
ter of  record  or  else  by  prescription, 
and  also  replenished  with  wilde 
beasts  of  venerie  or  chase  and  with 
great  couerts  of  vert  for  the  suc- 
cour of  the  said  wild  beasts  to  have 
their  abode  in.”  It  has  also  parti- 
cular laws  and  officers.  — Man- 
wood. 

Forinsecum  servitium,  service  due 
from  the  manor  to  a superior  lord, 
or  the  king,  as  opposed  (foris)  to 
intrinsecum  servitium,  the  ordinary 
service  of  the  tenants  to  the  lord. 

Fossa  tum,  a ditch. 

Frassetum,  a wood,  a ground  that  is 
woodie. 

Friscor,  to  cultivate  waste  land. 
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Frusca  terra,  waste  and  desert 
lands. 

Fullonaticum  molendinum,  a ful- 
ling mill. 

Furrur,  the  fur  of  animals  used  in 
ornamenting  robes. 

Fusteus,  wooden. 

Gabella,  a tax,  vide  voc.  Londgable, 
ante,  p.  639. 

Garba,  a sheaf  of  corn. 

Generale,  the  single  commons  or 
provision  in  monasteries,  distin- 
guished from  pitantia,  ante,  p. 
218. 

Gista  AQUiE,  the  stream  of  water  to 
a mill. 

Hay  a,  a hedge,  thence  a separate 
enclosure,  either  a forest  or  park. 

Haybote,  a right  to  take  wood  to 
repair  hayas  or  hedges. 

Heira,  an  aery. 

Herbagium,  liberty  to  pasture  cat- 
tle in  the  forest  or  on  another's 
land. 

Hesia,  an  easement. 

Homagium,  the  service  made  by  te- 
nants to  the  lord.  It  was  incident 
to  a freehold  in  fee  simple  or  fee 
tail  either  jure  suo  or  jure  alterius. 
The  tenant  professed  that  he  be- 
came homo  domini  sui.  Vide  p. 
1010,  note,  for  the  form  of  ho- 
mage. 

Horreum,  a barn  or  granary. 

Housbote,  a right  to  take  wood  for 
the  repairs  of  a house ; hut  in  the 
king’s  forest.it  could  only  be  taken 
by  delivery  of  the  foresters. 

Impetratio,  obtaining  anything  by 
request  and  prayer. 

Implacito,  to  sue  at  law. 
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Inductio,  the  giving  a parson  pos- 
session or  living  of  his  church  and 
temporalities,  rendering  him  com- 
plete incumbent. 

Inquisitiones  post  mortem,  were  ta- 
ken by  writ  directed  to  the  eschea- 
tors  of  each  county  or  district  to 
summon  a jury  who  were  to  inquire 
what  lands  any  person  died  seised 
of,  and  by  what  rents  or  services 
the  same  were  held,  and  who  was 
the  next  heir,  and  of  what  age  the 
heir  was,  that  the  king  might  he 
informed  of  his  rights  of  escheat  or 
wardship.  They  also  state  the 
quantity,  and  quality,  and  value  of 
the  lands  of  which  each  tenant 
died  seised ; and  they  are  the  best 
evidence  of  the  descent  of  families 
and  property. 

Instaurum,  the  whole  stock  of  a 
farm. 

Institutio,  a process  by  the  bishop 
on  presentation  of  a clerk  to  a liv- 
ing, whereby  the  cure  of  souls  is 
granted  and  he  is  complete  parson 
as  to  the  spiritualities,  though  not 
entitled  ad  heneficium  till  induc- 
tion. 

Interdictum,  see  ante,  p.  180. 

Jumpna.  By  this  the  soile  where 
rushes  doe  grow,  doth  passe.” 

J uncaria,  syn.  with  jumjpna. 

Lactagium,  the  milkage  of  cows. 

Lagena,  a measure  of  capacity,  thus 
described  in  the  assise  of  David, 
king  of  Scotland,  of  weights  and 
measures.  Lagena  debet  continere 
12  libras  aquae  videlicet  4 libr:  de 
aqua  marina,  et  4 libr.  de  lacu  vel 
stagno,  et  4 libr.  de  aqua  currente 
et  clara.  Lagena  debet  esse  in  j 
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profunditate  6 pollices  cum  dimidio 
pollicis ; in  latitudine  inferiore  de- 
bet  esse  8 pollicum  cum  dimidio 
pollicis  et  cum  spissitudine  ligni 
utriusq,  partis;  et  in  rotunditate 
partis  superioris  debet  esse  27  pol- 
licum, et  in  rotunditate  inferiori 
debet  esse  23  pollicum. — Ducange. 

Laicum  feodum,  lands  held  of  a lay 
lord,  as  distinguished  from  those 
held  of  a church,  &c. 

Landa,  an  open  field ; Angl.,  laumd. 

Lastagium,  (Sax.  Hlcestan , i.e  onus,) 
a custom  paid  for  wares  sold  by 
the  last ; also  a custom  exacted  in 
some  fairs  and  markets  on  export- 
ing the  articles  purchased. 

Leuca,  a mile,  p.  213  ante. 

Manerium,  an  ancient  lordship  or 
manor,  to  which  a court  baron  was 
incident. 

Mara,  a mere. 

Mariscus,  a marsh,  fenny  ground. 

Maritagium  liberum,  dicitur  ubi 
donator  vult  quod  terra  sic  data 
quieta  sit  ah  omni  seculari  servitio. 
— Bracton.  And  the  words  of 
themselves  created  an  estate  in  tail 
special  free  from  all  service  till  the 
fourth  degree  was  past.  But  to 
render  it  effectual  the  woman  or 
man  should  he  of  the  blood  of  the 
donor. 

Marlerium  sive  Marletum,  a marl 
pit. 

Mensis  vetitus,  ante,  voce  Fence

Meremium,  timbers  for  the  roof. 

Misis,  expenses. 

Molendinum  aquaticum,  a water 
mill. 

Molendinum  fullonaticum,  a ful- 
ler’s mill. 
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Molendinum  ventriticum,  a wind- 
mill. 

Mora,  signifieth  a more  barren  and 
unprofitable  ground  than  marshes, 
dangerous  for  any  cattell  to  go 
there  in  respect  of  myrie  and 
moorish  soyle,  neither  serves  it 
for  getting  of  turves  there. — Co. 
Lift. 

Multa,  a fine. 

Multura  the  toll  paid  for  grinding 
at  a mill. 

Namium,  distraining  another’s  goods. 

Nativus,  a villein,  ex  nativitate. 

Nocumentum,  a nuisance. 

Oblatio,  the  dues  for  Christian  offices. 

Obligatio,  a bond  with  a penalty  to 
perform  a condition. 

Obventio,  an  offering  or  tithe. 

Officialis,  strictly  a person  substi- 
tuted by  the  archdeacon  for  the 
performance  of  his  office,  but  gene- 
rally the  minister  or  attendant  on 
a magistrate. 

Officium,  a function  whereby  a man 
hath  some  employment  in  the 
affairs  of  another. 

Onus  episcopale,  customary  pay- 
ments from  the  clergy  to  the 
bishop. 

Paagium  or  Passagium,  a customary 
duty  for  being  conveyed  over  sea. 

Pacare,  to  pay. 

Panis  conventualis,  pure  white 
bread,  as  distinguished  from  the 
bread  for  ordinary  guests. 

Pannagium,  the  food  which  swine 
fed  upon  in  the  woods ; also  the 
payment  to  the  agistors  for  such 
food.  In  the  king’s  forests  the 
time  of  taking  pawnage  began  at 


PRO 

Holyrood  day,  viz.  fifteen  days  be- 
fore the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  and 
ended  forty  days  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Michael;  but  in  other  woods 
the  time  was  not  fixed. 

Parcus,  ground  enclosed  and  privi- 
ledged  by  the  king’s  grant  or  by  pre- 
scription assuming  one,  for  beasts 
of  venery  tarn  sylvestres  quam  cam- 
pestres.  It  differs  from  a chase  or 
warren  in  that  it  must  be  enclosed. 

Pascuagium,  the  grazing  of  cattle; 
also  payments  for  the  same. 

Pascuum,  see  Pastura. 

Pastura.  Between  pastura  et  pas- 
cuum the  legal  difference  is  that 
pasture  in  one  signification  con- 
tained the  ground  itselfe  called 
pasture  and  by  that  name  is  to  be 
demanded.

— Manwood.  But  it  happened 
when  any  unlawful  encroachment 
was  made  upon  the  king’s  freehold 
or  the  king’s  highway. 

Putura,  a custom  claimed  by  keepers 
in  forests,  and  sometimes  by  bailiffs 
in  hundreds,  to  take  man’s  meat 
and  horse  meat  of  the  tenants  and 
inhabitants  within  their  perambula- 
tions.
